Applicant respectfully submits this Statement Regarding Non-Publication Request. 
Applicant appreciates the guidance and assistance provided by you and by Customer Service 
Representative Yvonne Brown. 

Our original inquiry arose during our recent review of our file in above matter. From 
our review, we became aware that the transmittal letter and certificate of mailing submitted 
with the initial filing included with the original patent application filing indicated that a 
Request of Non-Publication had been submitted in the matter. Apparently based on these 
designations on the transmittal and on the certificate of mailing, a Filing Receipt was issued 
purporting to acknowledge the receipt of a Request for Non-Publication. A careful review of 
the file, however, revealed that (a) a related PCT application to the present application was 
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filed on June 21, 2001 (just one week before the filing of the present application), and 
therefore a Non-Publication Request would not be proper in the present application and (b) 
the file copies of the application papers filed with the USPTO did not include any Request of 
Non-Publication, despite the transmittal's and certificate of mailing's reference to same.
